To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fylde  Rural 
District  Council , 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my 
Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  and  General  Sanitary  Con- 
dition of  this  district. 

The  area  of  the  district  dealt  with  in  this  Report  is,  accord- 
ing to  the  Census  return,  38,768  acres,  and  the  population  is  esti- 
mated at  11,045  persons,  an  increase  of  281  on  last  year’s  figures; 
the  additions  being  due  to  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  as  well 
as  to  a slight  increase  in  population  in  certain  townships ; the  above 
estimate  being  that  on  which  the  various  rates  are  calculated. 
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SECTION  I. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — The  births  registered  in  the  district  during  the 
year  under  report  amounted  to  246,  or  16  less  than  in  the  preceding 
year.  The  birth-rate  again  declined  and  was  equal  to  22 ‘2  per 
1,000  of  the  population  against  a rate  of  24  3 last  year,  25’6  in 
1904,  and  26 -7  in  1903.  The  following  tabular  statement  gives 
the  number  of  births  in  each  of  the  four  registration  sub-districts 
and  also  the  sex  distribution  : —

In  Table  I.  it  will  be  observed  that  the  present  is  the  lowest 
birth-rate  during  the  past  10  years. 

MORTALITY. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
during  the  year  was  141,  but  to  find  the  true  death-rate  11  deaths 
occurring  in  the  Moss  Side  Fever  Hospital  of  persons  removed  from 
other  districts  must  be  deducted,  and  three  deaths  must  be  added 
which  occurred  among  persons  belonging  to  the  Fylde  Rural  Dis- 
trict in  public  institutions  situate  outside  this  area,  viz.,  one  in  the 
Fylde  Union  Workhouse  and  two  in  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Black- 
pool. The  nett  deaths  at  all  ages  actually  belonging  to  the  district 
were  therefore  133,  or  two  more  than  in  1905.  The  corrected 
death-rate  was  equal  to  12’0  per  1,000  of  the  population,  against  a 
death-rate  of  12T  of  last  year,  1T9  in  1904,  14  7 in  1903,  and 
13*9  in  1902.  This  year  therefore  compares  favourably  with  past 
years.

SECTION  II. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  33  cases  notified,  an 
increase  of  3 on  the  preceding  year.  These  cases  comprise  1 1 of 
Scarlet  Fever,  10  of  Enteric  Fever,  9 of  Diphtheria,  2 of  Erysipelas 
and  1 of  Puerperal  Fever.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Cases,  11.  Deaths,  0. 

Four  of  these  cases  occurred  in  Warton,  in  the  months  of 
March,  April  and  June ; three  cases  in  Wesham  in  August,  and  one 
case  each  in  Freckleton,  Carleton  and  Marton,  in  August,  Septem- 
ber and  October.  The  Warton  cases  contracted  the  disease  whilst

attending  school  at  Lytham.  Of  the  Wesham  cases,  the  first  had 
been  working  in  the  mill  beside  another  boy  from  Kirkham  who 
had  been  declared  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  but  was  suffer- 
ing from  Scarlet  Fever  complicated  with  Diphtheria.  The  other 
two  cases  in  Wesham  occurred  in  one  family ; one  of  the  children 
had  been  residing  for  a time  in  Preston,  and  contracted  the  disease 
there.  These  cases  were  all  removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  steps 
were  taken  successfully  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection  fur- 
ther. The  Wharles  and  Freckleton  cases,  singularly  to  relate,  both 
occurred  just  after  the  field  days  of  their  respective  villages,  where 
they  had  doubtless  come  in  contact  with  infected  persons  from  other 
districts.  As  regards  the  Carleton  and  Marton  cases  the  source  of 
infection  was  doubtful. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Cases,  10.  Deaths,  2. 

These  cases  occurred  in  the  following  townships  : — Two  each 
in  Wesham  and  Marton,  and  one  each  in  Wrea  Green,  Warton, 
Freckleton,  Wharles,  Singleton  and  Thistleton.  The  cases  treated 
in  Hospital  were  three  in  number,  one  each  from  Wrea  Green, 
Freckleton  and  Warton.  The  remainder  of  cases  were  treated  at 
their  own  homes.  The  two  deaths  which  occurred  were  at  Wesham 
and  Thistleton.  As  regards  the  sources  of  infection  in  the  two 
Wesham  cases  no  local  cause  could  be  found.  As  to.  the  Wrea 
Green  case  everything  seems  to  point  to  the  condition  of  the  closets 
at  her  place  of  work.  The  Warton  case  was  a very  slight  one ; the 
drains  were  tested  and  the  surroundings  investigated,  but  no  defect 
could  be  found.  The  home  of  the  Freckleton  case  was  not  kept  as 
clean  as  it  might  have  been.  The  Marton  cases  were  due  to  stag- 
nant sewage.  In  the  Wharles  case  the  farm  was  in  an  untidy  con- 
dition. On  the  Inspector’s  visit  he  found  the  remains  of  the  carcase 
of  a cow  which  had  evidently  lain  in  the  garden  for  some  time 
without  burial.  As  to  the  Thistleton  and  Singleton  cases,  the 
disease  was  contracted  while  the  patients  had  been  in  camp  at 
Fleetwood. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

Cases,  9.  Deaths,  1. 

Five  cases  occurred  in  Hardhorn-with-Staining  in  March, 
May  and  October.  One  case  at  Moss  Side  Hospital,  a nurse,  who 
contracted  the  disease  while  attending  to  her  duties ; one  in  Little 
Marton,  in  June,  and  two  in  Mythop,  in  July  and  September.  In 
the  Marton  case,  and  in  both  of  the  Mythop  cases  the  origin  of  the 
disease  was  defective  drainage ; in  the  others,  with  the  exception  of 
the  case  of  the  nurse,  the  origin  wTas  doubtful. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Cases,  2.  Deaths,  0. 

These  two  cases  occurred — one  in  April,  in  Wesham ; the 
other  in  September,  in  Marton. 

INFECTIOUS  HOSPITALS, 

Two  in  number,  one  at  Moss  Side,  the  Fylde  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital ; the  other  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Elswick,  a Joint 
Hospital  for  Preston,  Garstang  and  The  Fylde. 

There  have  been  admitted  into  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Moss  Side,  during  the  year,  147  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  viz.  i'- 
ll 6 of  Scarlet  Fever,  1 4 of  Typhoid  Fever,  and  1 7 of  Diphtheria, 
a decided  increase  on  the  preceding  year’s  number  of  admissions, 
when  there  where  80  cases  ; 65  of  Scarlet  Fever,  14  of  Typhoid, 
and  1 of  Diphtheria.  The  districts  they  have  been  received  from

Of  the  147  cases  treated  in  Hospital  there  have  been  11 
deaths  during  the  year,  viz.,  5 of  Scarlet  Fever,  3 of  Enteric  Fever, 
and  3 of  Diphtheria. 

Of  the  3 deaths  from  Diphtheria,  2 died  a few  hours  after 
admission  to  the  Hospital,  and  the  third  died  on  the  second  day. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  these  cases  had  not  been  sent  in  earlier  in 
the  disease,  as  the  removal  to  Hospital  from  a long  distance  is  a 
great  strain  in  the  later  stages  of  the  disease. 

DIARRHCEA,  ENTERITIS  & ALLIED  DISEASES. 

Seven  deaths  haver  resulted  from  these  causes,  varying  in  ages 
between  ten  days  and  six  months  ; two  each  occurring  in  Freckleton 
and  Marton,  and  one  each  in  Hardhorn,  Newton-with-Staining,  and 
N ewton-with-Scal  es. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  7 principal  Zymotic  diseases  contributed  12  deaths, 
equal  to  a rate  of  T08  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  a decrease 
of  0 2 2 on  the  rate  for  last  year.  Diarrhoea  was  accredited  with  8 
deaths,  Whooping  Cough  2 deaths,  and  Diphtheria  and  Enteric 
Fever  1 death  each. 

Phthisis  did  not  give  rise  to  a single  death  during  the  year 
under  review.  In  1905,  3 deaths  took  place,  equal  to  a rate  of 
0*27  per  1,000. 

Respiratory  Diseases,  including  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia 
and  Pleurisy,  were  the  cause  of  21  deaths,  or  4 more  than  in  1905. 
The  rate  per  1,000  was  T90,  as  compared  with  T58  last  year  and 

1-60  in  1904. 

Infantile  Mortality — 29  deaths  occurred  amongst  children 
under  1 year  of  age,  and  the  mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion 
of  deaths  to  1,000  births,  was  117,  a figure  not  quite  so  favourable 
as  last  year,  when  the  average  was  99.

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SECTION  III. 

GENERAL  WORK. 

In  February,  March  and  July  the  Schools  were  closed  for 
varying  periods  from  two  to  four  weeks,  in  Wesham,  Treales,  Carle- 
ton  and  Marton,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough  and 
Mumps. 

A new  sewer  has  been  completed  at  Carleton,  also  part  of  a 
sewage  scheme  for  Wrea  Green. 

Two  streets  at  Wesham  have  been  re-sewered ; the  old  open- 
jointed  pipes  being  replaced  by  proper  socketed  ones. 

New  water-closets  have  been  fixed  at  the  Freckleton  Mill, 
also  at  two  of  the  spinning  mills  at  Wesham. 

A cottage  in  Bradshaw  Lane,  Greenhalgh,  was  condemned 
at  the  close  of  the  year  owing  to  its  dilapidated  condition. 

Slaughter-Houses  have  been  inspected  frequently,  and  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  complain  about  two  at  Marton,  where 
the  disposal  of  garbage  and  the  condition  of  the  tanks,  & c.,  was 
very  unsatisfactory.  In  one  this  has  been  remedied,  and  the  other 
is  under  the  attention  of  your  officers.

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The  whole  were  immediately  remedied  on  the  same  being 
pointed  out  to  the  builder  with  the  exception  of  the  case  where  the 
rooms  were  not  of  the  height  required.
